wards of Labor or Rate of Wages. This subject has 
been the theme of an amicable discussion between Mr. 
Everett and Prof. George Tucker, late of the Universi- 
ty of Virginia; the latter affirming and the former*de- 


nying the proposition that Wages decline in proportion 


to the increase of Populativun. Mr.. Everett, whose 
communication is dated at Macon, April 30, presents 
some facts respecting the condition of China that are 
interesting and valuable. 

The statements of the population of this empire, 
which have long been before the public, rest on official 
enumerations, regularly taken or corrected, every year. 
The whole empire is divided for administrative purpo- 
ses into provinces, and these, again, into departments 
and pol as districts, the lowest of which are compos- 
ed of ten families—all, from the province to the decade 
having their appropriate heads. The head of each dis- 
trict of ten families is required to keep a tablet, upon 
which is entered the number of the persons in each of 
the families composing his district, under the two gen- 
eral heads of able-bodied men, or tax-payers, and 
mouths—or women and children. Once in every od 
the governor of each province collects these tablets 
and makes a return of the population, founded upon 
them. to the Board of Revenue or Treasury Department, 
at Pekin. Here they are put in order and employed 
for the various purposes, such as military ne tax-

Pauther, the celebrated French orientalist, in a work 
published in 1841, gives in detail a large portion of the 
returns of the population in 1812. Thestotal number at 
that time, according t» Pauther, was 361,693,177.— 
This Mr. Everett believes to be afar more carefully 
made up and consequently a more reliable estim. te of 
the population of China, than we have of any other 
country on the globe, except the United States. The 
population is supposed to have doubled between 1712 
and 1794. Between 1794 and 1812 it is supposed to 
have increased about 30,000,000. The total population 
at present Mr. E. estimates in round numbers at 370,- 
000,000. This immense mass is distributed in differ- 
ent degrees of density over a territory, the extent ot 
which has been variously stated. Mr. J. Q. Adams, in

OF THE PULLEY. 


The pulley is a small wheel of iron or wood, which 
és moveable upon its axis, with the circumference hol- 
fowed, to receive the cord, which is attached on the 
om hand to the moving power, and on the other to the 
resisting force. The wheel or pulley is usually fixed 
én a block or case, which admits the rope.or cord to 
pass freely over the circumference of the wheel; and 
the gorge of che pulley, that is, the hollow part of the 
circumference which receives the cord, is usually hol- 
towed out angularly, and not round; so that the cord, 
being in some measure pinched or compressed in this 
angio, will not be liable to glide or slip in its motion. 
The pulley is said to be fired or moveable according as 
the block is fixed, or rises and falls with the weight. — 
When severa' pulleys are associated together, they are 
called a muffte or pelyspaeton, of which some are in a 
fixed block, and others in a moveable one. 

Some authors have explained the nature and effects 
of the pulley, when fixed as a lever, of the first order, 
and a moveable one as belonging to that of the second 
order. Othérs maintain that it is not applicable to the 
fever; among those was Professor Hamilton, who says 
that ‘‘ the pulley cannot properly be considered asa 


number of ropes, that power must sustain the weight.— 

This principle may be applied to many of the cases 

which occur, with great facility, particularly when the 

cords run in directions nearly parallel.’ This is ex- 

hibited in the following system :—

But when the ropes are drawn in directions which are | 


not parallel, this method may lead to error. 

In fig. 31, the balls A Bare equal in weight to the 
balls C D; consequently the weight is equally divided 
by the balls A B, and are in equilibrio: each of the 
cords G E F H have an equal tension, and the slightest 
power applied to either of the balls A B would over- 
come the power of the balls C D; and by pulling the 
cords, the central balls would be elevated, while the 
ball A would sink, and B would remain stationary; 
and thus, by dividing the resistance or weight upon one 
or more cords, you are able, by pulling the one, to 
overcome the resistancé proportionally. Upon this 
principle the man represented pulling the rope in fig. 
30, can consequently raise néarly twice his own weight, 
by drawing a cord which has only half of the resistamee. 

A fixed pulley, fig. 32, A, has no mechanical adveat- 


age, asthe power and the weight are equal. It is, | 


ho wever, of considerable convenience in accommodat- 
ing the direction of the power to that of the resistance. 
Thus, by pulling downwards, we are able to draw a 
weight upwards. By means of this simple machine, a

By the aid of pulleys, burthens are elevated with 
greater ease, and in a more convenient manner, than 
they otherwise could be; because the motion is contin- 


-|ned, and its direction may be changed so as to bring 


the whole force which 1s applied to it into immediate 
action; for by this means, a horse, which can only ex- 
ert his force in an horizontal direction, is able to over- 
come a vertical resistance. Burthens are moved most 
leasily by pulleys, because a great weight may be ele- 
| vated by a small force properly applied. Thus the 
| power applied to a pulley draws in all directions with- 
| out impediment, in consequence of the cord by which 
it acts being always a tangent* to the circumference of 
the pulley, and consequently always perpendicular to 
ithe radius. In proportion as the distance of the pow- 
ers applied to pulleys is more distant frum its axis, so 
is their force greater in proportion, whether the cords 
run in several grooves, or several pulleys of different 
diameters turn upon the same axis. Consequently, 
those powers which act at the greatest distance from 
the axis will have the advantage over the other. 
Pullies are of'much use in practical mechanics, for 
by their means great weights may be raised to any 
height more expeditiously than by any other known 
method. Besides,.their lightness and smatiness fit them 
| for being readily and easily conveyed from one place 
|to another. Atsea they are of universal utility, for 
| hoisting the sails and yards, and tightening ropes, &c. 
It is said that Archimedes, a famous geometrician of 
| Syracuse, who flourished about 220 years before the 
| birth of our Saviour, by means of a machine composed 
\@ pulleys, drew up a ship along the strand, in the pres- 
ence of Hiero, king of Syracuse. But this, although

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““ NOTHING IS BENEATH THE ATTENTION 
OF A GREAT MAN.” 


This short sentence is inscribed over the door of a 
small buildingdp Holland, which was once the work- 
shop of Peter Great; and furnishes, more than vol- 
umns of common description and history could do, an 
insight into the character of the man who raised the Mus- 
covites from the deepest barbarism to the rank of civi- 
lization and laid the foundation of an empire of which the 
world seems as yet little able to comprehend. 

Nothing more truly marks an original mind and 
stamps its possessor as a trely great man, than the sei- 
zure of circumstances which would pass unnoticed by 
the great multitude, and subjecting them to the power- 
ful analysis of his reasoning powers, deducing inferen- 
ces of the greatest practical results. 

The’power of the loadstone to attract iron, has been 
known from time immemorial; accident discovered 
the fact that a magnetized needle would indicate the 
north; but for a long time this truth was productive of 
no result. In the hands of Flavia Gioja, of Amalfi, it 
produced the mariner’s compass, an instrument which 
has changed the whole course of commerce, and open- 
ed America and Australia to the rest of the world. 

We owe the Galvanic or Volfaic battery, one of the 
most powerful instruments in advancing science the 
world has yet seen, to Madame Galvani’s noticing the 
contraction of the muscles of a skinned frog accident- 
ally touched by a person on whom her husband was at 
that moment making an experiment in electricity. — 
The experiments of Galvani and Volta were followed 
up by Davy, Hare and Silliman, and effects which have 
astonished and instructed the world, have been the re~ 
sult. The dry Galvanic pile in the hands of the disco- 
verer, De Luc, was nothing more than a scientific play- 
thing. Singer, of London, a mechanic of genius, saw 
the pile, and applied the power thus generated to move 
the machinery of a watch; and one constructed by him 
has now run more than sixteen years without winding 
or loss of motion. 

A chemist was at work, in his laboratory preparing 
a powder for a certain purpose. A spark fell into the 
composition and it exploded; and from that day gun- 
powder was discovered. Some may question the utili- 
ty of this discovery, but we do not. Gunpowder has 
materially aided. the miner, the founder, and the 
chemist; but more than all it has given internal order 
and tranquility to the kingdoms of Europe by knocking 
down those strong holds of feudal barbarism and cruel- 
ty, the castles of a hadhty and domineering nobility, 


law, and security to person and property, ona level 
with the highest. 

A German peasant carved letters on the bark of a 
beach tree, and with them stamped characters on pa- 
per for the amusement of his children. Nothing more 
was thought of them; but from that Faust conceived 
and executed moveable type; and printing, an art that 
perhaps has exerciseda greater influence on the desti- 
ny of mankind than any other, thus had a beginning.

MECHANICS INDUSTRIAL ASSOCIATION. 


The American Mechanics Advocate suggests the fol- 
towing plan of association which we think is excellent, 
only we must say that for any associatien to effect much 
good, to be united, to be agreeable, they must be of 
one faith and all honest and tried, and for some time 
to take things as they find them, not as they should like 
them to be. 

Let twenty men associate together, and contribute 
one dollar per week, for one year; a second year fifty 
cents per week; a third, fourth, and fifth years, twenty 
five cents per week; they will have, with the interest 
on the first four year scontributions, the sum of $2,464 
80, which will give to each mana farm of seventy three 
acres of good land, purchased at one dollar per acre, 
or fifty acres at one dollar and twenty five cents, at 
which price he can have the choice of government 
iand, and have a balance left of $1004 80 left to convey 
them to their settlement and stock their farms with all 
that is necessary to commence operations. Here an 











association of only twenty men, in five years can make 
themselves independent by becoming their own masters. 
A single man in five years, at the above rate, 9123 24, 
but you will rarely find a single man to undertake it. 


Later from Mezxico.—New Orleans papers of the 11th 
furnishes additional items of news brought from Vera | 
Cruz by the steamer James L. Day. 

The Commercial Time’s correspondent says that just 
as the Day was getting under weigh, news reached Ve- 
ra Cruz from Tampico, announcing the astonishing 
fact of the embarkation of Santa. Anna at Tampico in 
a British steamer. He has escaped out of Mexico. 

Col. Gates, ascertaining that Santa Anna was in the 
neighborhood. had taken every precaution fo prevent 


- escape, but, as the result proves, he was unsuccess- 
ul. 


This news was discredited at Vera Cruz but gener- 
ally believed at Tampico. 

A long and graphic account of the battle of Hua- 
mantla, from the Puebla Flag of Freedom, is publish- 
ed. Capt. Walker’s whole force did not exceed 195 
men. Those killed, beside Walker, were Corp. Mocy- 
ken, Privates Hugenonand Tarbox. Wounded; Corp. 
Glanding, (since dead,) and Private Weahen severely ; 
Raborg lost a leg; Welch, Wayne McGill, Scott and 
Myers slightly. Missing; Serg. Gosling; Privates De- 
ment, Darlington, Collins, McCleary and Richards.— 
Of company C, rifles, Capt. Lewis and Private Murray 
were wounded. Of Capt. Logall’s company, killed: 
Private Richardson; slightly wounded: Privates Forn- 
ly and Milton. 

Gen. Marshall had issued orders in consequence of 
the fever that all troops arriving at Vera Cruz should 
proceed immediately to the interior. 

Col. Wynkoop was to return to the Castle of Perote 
with four companies of his regiment. 

At the battle of Huamantla an interesting struggle 
occurred between the Indiana Volu iteers and a detach- 
ment of the Ist Pennsylvania Regiment, as to who 
should first reach town and plant the American Flag 
on the walls. Lieut. Beany and Private Stebbes of 
Pennsylvania were successful. 

The remains of Capt. Walker were at the Castle of 
Perote, and would be forwarded to the United States. | 

Lieut. Jacob Sperry of the Philadelphia rangers is| 
dead; he was lanced near Puebla. Lieuts. Montgome- 
ry, P. Young and Jas. McKoon, of the Pennsylvania 
regiment, died recently at Puebla. 

Sergeant Reynold, Lieuts. Bryant and Hunterson, of 


Indianapolis Railway.—A public meeting has been 
held at Winchester, Randolph County, Indiana, to for- 
ward a Railway from Indianapolis to Bellfontaine, 
Ohio, where it will intersect the road from Sandusky to 
Cincinnati. Great interest was manifested in the pro- 
posed route, and the opinion was expressed that the citi- 
zens of Randolph county alone, were able without 
cramping themselves, tc construct a road through their 
County. 





TouRPENTINE Dist1LLERY.—The Bath, Me., Tri- 
bune says that the Cascade Company in Hallowell, 
have erected a building in that town for distilling spir- 
its of turpentine. They have one thousand barrels of 
pitch on hand and are expecting three thousand bar- 
rels more. The same company intend putting in ope- 
ration a Linseed Oil Mill on the Cascade on Taughan’, 
stream. 





Iron 1n MassacnusetTs.—Three huge veins of 
iron ore, have been discovered in Hawley, Mass., 
worth 63 per. cent of pure metal, and easily wrought. 
Arrangements are making for erecting a furnace there.

RAIL ROAD NEWS. 


Disastrous Collission.— About noon on Tuesday last 
a collission took place on the Western Railway, 5 miles 
east from Pittsfield, Mass., between one of the trains 
which left the East Albany depot on that day, and a 
wood train. The engines driving the two trains, the 
Albany and Louisiana, were almostdemolished. Eight 
men employed in working the trains, were more or less 
injured, one man so much’ so that he had to submit to 
the amputation of one of his legs. 
New York and Erie R. R.—Several thousand labor- 
ers are engaged on this road, which is rapidly progress- 
ing, It has been decided to adopt the wide gauge on 
the entire road. 
Ohio Railroads.—The Sandusky, Ohio, Mirror states 
that eastern capitalists have just closed an engagement 
with the Mad River Railroad Company, under which 
they are to assume the management and control of the 
road, finish its construction, and put it in order for 
freight and passenger business through from Cincinnati 
to Sandusky City, at the opening of next spring’s busi- 
ness, or as soon as men and money candoit. The dis- 
tance of continuous railway will be 218 miles, which 
can be runin1l hours. The Mirror also states that 
fast boats will also be built during the winter, to per- 
form trips between Sandusky and Buffalo in 13 hours, 
thus connecting Cincinnati, Sandusky and Buffalo by 
railroad and steamboats, in 24 hours running time.
